Leading the discussion on tithing, 
Ben Johnson, Shreveport, La., bank- 
er, asserted that “the man who is a 
member of a church and does not give 
at least a tenth of his income to the 
Lord is a highway robber.” He added 
| that if southern Baptists would tithe ~ 
| their incomes to thetr local churches, 
the denomination wvould have an an- 
nual revenue of approximately $175,- 
VUV,000. 

The resolution proposing the tithe 
as the minimum financial standard 
carried the pfovision that offerings 
to general, social and benevolent ob- 
jects should be over and above the 
|tenth portion of income exacted for 
‘religiows work. The vote of the con-

The opinion that Baptists will re-

|pledges they made in 1019 to the
